Wee ee trolling communicable disease through the early 
oe detection of symptoms and the exclusion from 
the classroom of those individuals showing such symptoms. 
The school age is the age of highest susceptibility for 
many forms of communicable diseases, and the period of 
greatest infectivity for the spread of contagion is in 
the early stages of the illness. 





TECHNIQUE OF OPERATION: 


1. The teacher's daily health inspection should be 
carried out as soon as the class is assembled in 
the morning, and every child exhibiting any signs 
of a communicable disease or illness should be at 
once excluded. 
2. if an emergency arises in a school at any time, 
such as a case of scarlet fever or other communi- 
cable disease, the teacher should notify the 
Health Department at once, Phone 519 or Miss 
Lewis, County School Supt., Phone 368 or 1348 R. 
3. The nurse will call at each school in the county 
about once every two weeks and will attempt to 
maintain a regular schedule. She will provide: 
(a) Inspection of individual pupils including the 
exclusions of those that appear ill. 

(b) Discussion of health problems with the teacher. 

(c) Arrange for routine physical examination. The 
purpose of these examinations is to look for 
common remedial defects such as tonsils, ade- 
noids, teeth, skin conditions, faulty nutri- 
tion, posture and to bring these defects to 
the attention of the parents, in order thst 
remedial measures may be carried out. These 
examinations will be done during October and 
November. 


(ad) Arrange for special examina- 
tion of individual pupils. 

(e) Make home calls to sick 
children where medical atten- 
tion is not available. 

(f) Arrange for immunization, 
vaccination and tuberculin test- 
ing clinics, 

(g) Advise teachers regarding con- 
trol of communicable diseases, 
exclusions, etc. 

Special health deparbment clinics 

will be held in the office located 

on the second floor of the Flavel 

Building regularly on the follow- 

ing days: 

(a) Each Wednesday afternoon, 

1:50 to 4:00, the Health De- 
partment will hold a clinic 
for special examination of 
children who are backward in 
school on a possible physical 
basis, children with apparent 
} . physical disability, those who 

Cpa due to absence, missed the 

regular examination for their grade, and all other

(b>) Each Saturday morning, 9:00 to 12:00, immunization 
against diptheria, vaccination against smallpox 
and tuberculin tests will be offered to all child- 
ren in the county.

4-H CLUB: Four-H Club work in Clatsop County is nearing 
the close of its year of activitiess During this year 
there were six Clothing clubs, nine Cookery, two Canning, 
two Home-Making, one Room Improvement, one Health, five 
Garden, one Poultry, five Calf, three Forestry, two Rose 
and Flower, and one Handicraft Club. 


During the 4-H Club Fair about 150 club members entered 
250 exhibits winning 24 scholarships’ to the 4-H Club 
Summer School at Corvallis next June, $660 in cash pre- 
iums, and trips by demonstration teams, style revue 
girls, and judging teams to the State Fair and the 
Pacific International Livestock Exposition. 


Exhibits in Dairy, Sheep, Hogs, Clothing, Cookery, Can- 
ning, Garden, Home Making and Rome Improvements were 
sent to the State Fair. With these exhibits the Clatsop 
County 4-H Club members did very well considering the 
keen competition.
